and Order of Taking 

The Department of Public Works, acting on behalf of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, after public notice and a hearing of all parties interested, as 
required by Chapter 218 of the Acts of 1937, hereby adjudges that public necessity 
and convenience require that the Commonwealth should lay out and take charge of as a 
limited-access State highway, a road in the Town of Southwick, County of Hampden. 

The layout consists of establishing a State highway location on new location 
with limited access provisions, for a portion of Route 57 beginning within the 1917 
County layout for Feeding Hills Road and extending in an easterly direction about 
0.29 miles, to the dividing line between said Town of Southwick and the Town of 
Agawam, said layout being more fully described as follows: 

The main baseline of location for the State highway as hereby laid out begins at 
a point in the Town of Southwick, shown on the plan hereinafter referred to as 
Station 10 + 01.51 and extends thence, easterly by a curve to the right of 1400.00 
feet radius, 1324.73 feet; thence south 39 o -01'-57" east, 430.74 feet to the point of 
ending thereof on the dividing line between the Town of Southwick and the Town of 
Agawam shown on said plan as Station 27 + 56.98. 

The length of State highway hereby laid out is about 1507 feet. 

An auxiliary baseline "A" for the reconstruction of a portion of Feeding Hills 
Road, begins at point in Southwick, shown on the plan hereinafter referred to as 
Station 10 + 00.00, said point is identical with Station 23 + 83.00 of the main 
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baseline hereinbefore described and extends thence north 50°-58 , -03" east, 7.00 feet; 
thence by a curve to the right of 140.00 feet radius, 185.66 feet; thence by a curve 
to the left of 280.00 feet radius, 51.87 feet to the point of lending thereof on the 
dividing line between the Town of Southwick and the Town of Agawam shown on said plan 

as Station 12 + 44.53. 

The northerly location line of the State highway hereby laid out begins at a 
point, said point bearing north 6°-55'-18" east and being 15.00 feet distant from 
Station 12 + 50.00 of the hereinbefore described main baseline and extends thence by 
a curve to the right of 1415.00 feet radius, 626.57 feet to a point bearing north 
32°-17'-34" east and 15.00 feet distant from Station 18 + 69.93 of said main 
baseline', said point being on the northerly location line of the 1917 County layout; 
thence following said 1917 County location line south 69°-38'-08» east, 57.68 feet to 
a point bearing north 34°-33'-27" east and 28.04 feet distant from Station 19 + 25.27 
of said main baseline; thence following said 1917 County location line, by a curve to 
the right of 403.21 feet radius, 233.58 feet to a point bearing north 43 -46'-24" 
east and 36.93 feet distant from Station 21 + 50.45 of said main baseline; thence 
following said 1917 County location line, south 36°-26'-37" east, 129.79 feet to a 
point bearing north. 48 o -56'-20" east and 20.64 feet distant from Station 22 + 76.67 
of said main baseline said point being the intersection of the northerly location 
line of the 1917 and the May 13, 1953 County layout; thence following said 1953 
County location line, by a curve to the left of 460.00 feet radius, 218.93 feet to a 
point bearing north 50 D -58'-03 11 east and 100.00 feet distant from Station 24 + 77.93 
of said main baseline; thence leaving said 1953 County layout south 39°-01'-57" east, 
142.96 feet to the point of ending thereof on the dividing line between the Town of 
Southwick and the Town of Agawam, said point bearing north 50°-58'-03 11 east and 
100.00 feet distant from Station 26 + 20.39 of said main baseline. 
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The southerly location line of the State highway hereby laid out begins at a

Station 12 + 50.00 of the hereinbefore described main baseline and extends thence by 
a curve to the right of 1315.00 feet radius, 493.12 feet to a ! point bearing south 
28°-24'-28" west and 85.00 feet distant from Station 17 + 75.00 of said main 
baseline; thence south 51°-52 I -21 M east, 444.02 feet to a point bearing south 
47°-50'-50 n W est and 85.00 feet distant from Station 22 + 50 of said main baseline; 
thence south 32°-26'-15 u east, 548.97 feet to a point bearing south 34°-57 , -52" west 
and 156.05 feet distant from Station 27 + 56.98 of said main baseline; thence south 
240.591-4711 east> 206.16 feet to a point bearing south 0°-25'-16" west and 314.74 
feet distant from Station 27 + 56.98 of said main baseline; thence south 46°-09 l -40" 
east, 25.96 feet to the point of ending thereof on the dividing line between the Town 
of Southwick and the Town of Agawam, said point bearing south 2°-49 , -27" east and 
333.12 feet distant from Station 27 + 56.98 of said main baseline. 

The westerly end of the State highway hereby laid out is defined as bearing 
north 6^-55' -18" east and 100.00 feet in length extending between the points of 

beginning of the northerly and southerly location lines hereinbefore described. 

The easterly end of the St'ate highway hereby laid out is defined by that portion 

of the dividing line between the Town of Southwick and the Town of Agawam, bearing 

south 2°-49 , -27" east and 502,40 feet in length extending between the points of 

ending of the northerly and southerly location lines hereinbefore described. 

The location lines of the State highway laid out as hereinbefore described are 

to be further defined by bounds set thereon at angle points, points of curvature, and 

at the points of beginning and ending thereof, where feasible. 

The right of access to and egress from the State highway location is limited, 

being permitted across the location lines thereof, hereinbefore described, only as 

follows 
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Free access to and egress from said State highway location is allowed: 

(1) Across the northerly location line between a point thereon bearing north 
6°-55'-18" east and 15.00 feet distant from Station 12 + 50 of the herein- 
before described main baseline and a point thereon bearing north 
50°-58'-03" east and 100.00 feet distant from Station 24 + 77.93 of said 
main baseline. 

(2) Across the southerly location line between a point thereon bearing south 
6°-55 , -18" west and 85.00 feet distant from Station 12 + 50.00 of the 
hereinbefore described main baseline and a point thereon bearing south 
50°-58'-03" west and 112.42 feet distant from Station 24 + 75.00 of said 
main baseline. 

(3) Across the entire westerly end of location between a point thereon bearing 
north 6°-55'-18 n east and 15.00 feet distant from Station 12 + 50.00 of the 
hereinbefore described main baseline and a point thereon bearing south 
6°-55'-18" west and 85.00 feet distant from Station 12 + 55.00 of said main 
baseline.

(4) Across the entire easterly end of location between a point thereon bearing 
north 2°-49'-27" west and 169.28 feet distant from Station 27 + 56.98 of 
the hereinbefore described main baseline and a point thereon bearing south 

2°-49 l -27" east and 333.12 feet distant from Station 27 + 56.98 of said

main baseline. 

The above described access-egress items are more particularly shown on the plan 
hereinafter referred to. 

In connection with the laying out of the State highway in the location hereinbe- 
fore described, it is necessary to lay out a section of highway in behalf of the Town 
of Southwick and said section of highway is hereby so laid out under the provisions 
of Chapter 448 of the Acts of 1948, said section of highway being shown on the plan 
hereinafter referred to and being more fully described as follows: 
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The section of highway laid out in behalf of the Town of Southwick consists of 
the widening, on the northerly side thereof, of a portion of the May 13, 1953 County 
layout for Feeding Hills Road, being more fully described as follows: 

The northerly location line of Town way begins at a pont on the northerly State 
highway location line hereinbefore described, said point bearing north 50°-58' -03" 
east and being 36.76 feet distant from Station 23 + 50.55 of the hereinbefore 
described main baseline and extend thence leaving said location line easterly by a 
curve to the right of 175.00 feet radius, 202,84 feet to a point bearing north 
37°-lQ'-05" east and 35.00 feet distant from Station 11 + 92.66 of the hereinbefore 
described auxiliary baseline "A"; and thence by a curve to the left of 245.00 feet 
radius, 25.19 feet to the point of ending thereof on the dividing line between the 
Town of Southwick and the Town of Agawam, said point bearing north 31°-16 ' -36" east 
and 35.00 feet distant from Station 12 + 21.45 of said auxiliary baseline M A". 

The easterly end of the Town way hereby laid out is defined by that portion of 
the dividing line between the Town of Southwick and the Town of Agawam, bearing south 
2°-49'-27" east and 46.74 feet in length extending between the point of end of the 
northerly location line, said point bearing north 2°-49'-27" west and 41.07 feet 
distant from Station 12 + 44.53 of the hereinbefore described auxiliary baseline "A" 
and the intersection of said Town line with the northerly line of said county layout, 
said point bearing south 2°-49'-27" east and 5.67 feet distant from Station 12 + 
44.53 of the hereinbefore described auxiliary baseline "A". 

The location lines of the section of highway laid out in behalf of the Town of 
Southwick as hereinbefore described, are to be further defined by bounds set thereon 
at angle points, points of curvature and at the points of beginning and ending 
thereof, where feasible. 

Easements are hereby taken in the parcels of land shown on the plan hereinafter 
referred to as Parcels 2-TD-l to 2-TD-3 inclusive for the purpose of constructing 
drainage ditches and controlling run off and consists of the right to enter upon said 
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land at any time during the effective period of said easements to construct drainage 
ditches and install erosion control measures required. Said easements are temporary 
in nature and is to be in effect only until four (4) years from the date of recording 
of this instrument. 

Easements are hereby taken in the parcels of land shown on the plan hereinafter 
referred to as Parcels 2-TE-l to 2-TE-7 inclusive, for the purpose of grading and 
constructing driveways and other incidental work as necessary within said parcels and 
consist of the right to enter upon said land at any time during the effective period 
of said easements to perform the work pertinent thereto. Said easements are 
temporary in nature and are to be in effect only until four (4) years from the date 
of recording of instrument. 

Easements are hereby taken in the parcels of land shown on the plan hereinafter 
referred to as Parcels 2-TS-l to 2-TS-4 inclusive for the purpose of constructing 
slopes of excavation or embankment and consist of the right to enter upon said land 
at any time during the effective period of said easements and to construct thereon 
slopes of excavation and/or embankment. Said easements are temporary in nature and 
are to b;e in effect only until four (4) years from the date of recording of this 
instrument. 

For the purpose of laying out, constructing and maintaining said State highway, 
the Department of Public Works, on behalf of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts does 
hereby take, under the provisions of Chapter 79 of the General Laws and of all other 
general or special laws thereto enabling, all of the land, not already owned by the 
Commonwealth, outside the limits of the existing public way or ways and within the 
limits of the layout hereinbefore described, including all trees and structures 
located thereon (not, however, including poles, towers, lines, wires, cables and 
other appurtenances for the conveyance of electricity and telephone communication), 
situated in the Town of Southwick, County of Hampden, all of said land being taken in 
fee simple, the supposed owners of Parcels 2-1 to 2-6 inclusive, shown on the plan 
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hereinafter referred to being set forth in the schedule hereinafter contained, 
excepting from the rights herein taken, all easements for wires, pipes, conduits, 
poles and other appurtenances for the conveyance of water, sewage, gas, oil, 
electricity and for telephone communication now lawfully in or upon said premises 
hereby taken and all lawful rights of the public to use those parts of the public way 
or ways in the Town of Southwick which are included in the foregoing description. 

For the purpose of laying out, constructing and maintaining the section of Town 
highway hereinbefore described, the Department of Public Works, on behalf of the Town 
of Southwick, does hereby take, in fee simple, under the provisions of Chapter 79 of 
th General Laws and of all other general or special laws thereof enabling, Parcel 
2-1-T shown on the plan hereinafter referred to, including all trees and structures 
located thereon (not, however, including poles, towers, lines, wires, cables and 
other appurtenances for the conveyance of electricity and telephone communication), 
situated in the Town of Southwick, County of Hampden excepting from the rights herein 
taken all easements for wires, pipes, conduits, poles and other appurtenances for the 
conveyance of water, sewage, gas, oil, electricity and for telephone communication 
now lawfully in or upon said premises hereby taken and all lawful rights of the 
public to use those parts of the public way or ways in the Town of Southwick which 
are included in the foregoing description. 

The State highway hereby laid out, the section of Town highway hereby laid out 
and the aforesaid takings are shown on a plan signed by the Chief Engineer, and 
signed by the Department of Public Works and on file in its office, said plan being 
entitled: "The Commonwealth of Massachusetts Plan of Road in the Town of Southwick 
Hampden County Laid Out as a State Highway by the Department of Public Works 
Nov. 20, 1985 Scale 40 feet to the inch 1 ", an attested copy of which is to be recorded 
with this order of layout and taking in the Registry of Deeds for Hampden County, at 
Springfield. 
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For damages sustained by the following persons in their property by reason of 
the aforesaid takings, and in accordance with the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 
79, Section 6, as amended, awards are made. The Department reserves the right to 
amend the award at any time prior to the payment thereof for good cause shown.
